SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Nov. 28.—Immigra- 


tion authorities have information of a 


lot hatched in Guaymas and Magatlan, 
exico, to smuggie into the United States 


20,000 Chinese coolfes and clean up 99,000,- 
000. The plan was worked out by Amer- 
ican renegades. Mexican and Chinese mer- 
chants, and each Chinaman smuggled into 


j} the states was to pay the conspirators 


00. The plan was to bring Celestials 
to Mexico from China, cut off their queues 
and let their hair grow long similar to 
Mexican Indian tribes in the mountains 
of Mexico, teach them the Mexican lan- 
guage and give them Mexican names. It 
was thought that with these precautions 
it would be an easy matter to smuggle 
them across the border as Mexican In- 
dian peons. They would be dressed in 
Mexican costumés, and in case suspicion 
Was aroused it would be up to the Amer- 
ican Chinese inspectors to prove that they 
were Asiatics.

er addrees, wherever found, that {§ might 
not become public and some one inform 
her of nis disgrace. 

© was arrested at the Grand Hotel, 
where he had registered as Clemen Chris- 
tian Laueteren. e had passports and let- 
tere of recommendation that, it is alleged, 
were stolen from a prominent German 
army official named Laueteren, at the Jef- 
fereon Hotel in St. Louis. Previously he 
had registered at the Gibson House here as 
Julius Auer, traveling jewelry man, whose 
trunk was worth $12. he claimed. 
later the real Julius Auer arrived and 
found some of the valuables gone from his 
trunk. Then the princely German was 
traced to the St. Nicholas Hotel here, 
where he had registered as Max Greiner.

Waste Mussel Shells From Button 
Factory Are Utilized to 
Good Advantage. 


Special to the Post-Disvatch. 
LEAVENWORTH, Ind., Nov. %.—While 


other towns and cities ate struggling to 
halt greedy street contractors and are con- 
tent with such commonplace paving as 
asphalt, block and _ brick, Leavenworth 
contentediy witnesses the work of @ local 
eompany that is paving her streeta with 


pearl. 
Leavenworth is a town of singular his- 


tory. It became ‘a river landing on the 
Ohio early in the last century. The land- 
ing was at the foot of the Knobs, a range 
ef high hills that follow the Chto from a 
point near New Albany. The place became 
the center of river traffic for Crawford 


county. Soon after the landing was ¢s- 
tablished a store was opened there, and 
around that store has grown @ town ofa 
thousand inhabitants. 

The county seat was established and re- 
mained in Leavenworth until eight years 
ago, when it was moved to English, four- 
teen miles inland. 

The old court house is now a pearl but- 
ton factory, as the manufacture of pear 
buttons has become Leavenworth'’s chie 
industry. The fresh water mussel has its 
home in the beds of inland rivers and 
lives in a shell that opens and closes like 
a book. During certain seasons the shells 
lie open, and if is then that the mu 
fishers bring them in by the ton. 
fishermen go out in beats and with bralis 
made of wire drag the river. As soon &s 
the wire touches the mussel it closes the 
shell over it and is brought to the surface 
and deposited in shell boats. 

The streets of Leavenworth are paved 
with mussel shells. fter the drflle at the 
button factory hav cut disks from the 
shells the remnants are thrown in a pile 
in front of the factory. The Street Com- 
missioner of Leavenworth scatters the 
shells over the highways and they make 
an ideal pavement. The hoofs of the horses 

uickly grind the shells to a powder. Then 
the rains turn the dust into a solid mags.

SHOULD BACHELORS BE TAXED?

ny There is, In the 
republic of Ar- 
gentina, a tax on 
bachelors, rang- 
ing from $6 a 
month for the 
youthful sport of 
% who refuses to 
come under the 
matrimonial yoke 
to $12 imposed on 
the veteran of % 
who still turns a 
deaf ear to the 

call of Hymen. 
From time to 
time reformers 
and sociologists, 
nalagmed at the 
alleged growing 
disinclination to marriage among American 
young men, have suggested the advisability 
of a similar tax in this country. And, at 
first glance, this would seem to be a good 
idea. But it is a characteristic .trait of the 
American man to value things by what he 
pays for them, and the fact that his bache- 
lorhood, like his cigars and drinks, cost him 
s0 much a month, and that he was obliged 
to pay for it or go to jail, might merely 
serve to impress upon him its superior de- 

lights. 

If this surmise be correct—and it is cer- 
tainly plausible—a tax on married men 
would be much more to the purpose. And 


while it may seem hard to impose an ad- 
ditional burden on this heavily laden class, 


the rush Into matrimony by case-hardened 
bachelors that might resukt from it would 
be justification enough. 

It is a mistake to make marriage cheap 
and celibacy expensive. The greater the 
handicap attached to an enterprise the 
more likely the average man is to consider 
it worth while. Marriage is much cheaper 
than divorce already, which may be one 
of the reasons for rushing to the courts. 

Of course, marriage is expensive, but with 
the wisdom born of a long experience it 
lays its hand wpon us, at first lightly as a 
baby’s rose leaf palm, and we do not feel 
its gradually cumulating weight until it is 
too late to shake it off. If all the sighs of 
worriment, the tears of discontent, all the 
coin of our hearts as well as 2he coin of 
the realm which it must cost us were to be 
summed up and the bill presented to us 
on the strictly cash with other instead of 
the present protracted credit system, few 
of us indeed would be willing to meet, it.

Mr. Foxcroft arrives at the conclusion 
that the woman suffrage movement has 
been checked after a survey of the situa- 
tion In the several] states. He finds in the 
United States four forms of woman suf- 
frage: Taxpaying suffrage in Montana, 
Iowa, Louisiana and New York, which be- 
comes operative only when some special 
question of an appropriation for a given 
purpose is submitted to a vote of the tax- 
peyers; school suffrage in seventeen states, 
permitting wemen to vote for certain 
school officers; municipal suffrage in Kan- 
sas, giving women the right to vote for 
all city and town officers; and full suf- 
frage in four states, Wyoming, Colorado, 
Idaho and Utah. 

In the taxpaying suffrage states efforts 
to extend the voting privilege have been 
unsucces&ful. In the school suffrage states 
not more than 4 per cent of the women 
Yote. In the one municipal suffrage state, 
Kansas, all propositiong to enlarge the

Idaho adopted a suffrage amendment in 
1896, but by a narrow margin.

thirteen states woman suffrage bills have 
been rejected by the legislature. 

There are associations of women working 
against the further extension of suffrage 
to women in Massachusetts, New York, 
Illinois and six other states. In Masea- 
chusetts only 22,204 women out of 575,000 
of voting age voted for a proposition to 
grant municipal suffrage to women. 

Thirty years ago only women who fn- 
vored wornan suffrage appeared before leg- 
islative committees, and they claimed to 
represent all women. Now there appear 
before such committees women who op- 
pose woman suffrage amd who contend that 
the suffragists represent not more than 4 
per cent of American women.

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Breakfast at school for pupils who are 
too poor to have any morning meal at 
home is the newest philanthropy. It prom- 
ises to give Milwaukee, where it originat- 


ed, a fame greater than any imparted by 
its beverages. Former Alderman John Mc- 
Coy, the sponsor of the plan, has offered 
to head the List of contributors to this 
charity with a gift of $100 a year to help 
buy meals for children who are unable*«to 
go to school for lack of food. 

Eariy one morning recently Mr. McCoy 
happened to be passing a school building, 
and on the steps he saw some little girls 
huddled together to keep warm. The giris 
told him that they had no warm place to 
sleep and that they had left their home 
early in the morning, before sunrise, to 
get to the school building by the time that 
its doors opened for the day. Inside they 
could find warmth. 

The ex-alderman’'s heart went out to the 
children and their pinched faces told a 
story of poverty and hunger, which only 
bore out the mute witness of their ragged 
frocks. He began at that instant to work 
out in his mind a plan to give breakfasts 
to the suffering children. He sought and 
gained the co-operation of the Women's 
School Alliance, and a committee, with 
Mrs. A. G. Eimermann as chairman, was

appointed to make a thorough investigation 
of the conditions. 

Mr. McCoy explains the details of his 
plan as follows: ‘‘My project is to raise 
a fund from which these children in ab- 
ject poverty could be given some hot cof- 
fee or milk and sandwiches every day at 
the schools. There are little ones who get 
no breakfast in the morning, and many 
of them who go home at noon and get no 
dinner. Such children cannot be expected 
to do their best at their studies. It would 
not cost much to give them a little warm 
lunch, and it could be prepared by the 
janitors under the supervision of the prin- 
cipals. It would not be needed in all of 
the schools, but only in the poorer dis- 
tricts. You talk about charity, but much 
that we do nowadays is for the adults and 
the little children are left to shift for 
themselves as best they can. Such a 
lunch would also be an inducement for 
many of the youngsters to come to school. 

“T have not overdrawn my statement of 
these hungry little ones. Only the other 
day a girl in one of the dry goods stores 
fainted. When she had been revived, it 
was found that she had eaten-no break- 
fast. That condition prevails in many of 
the poorer families, and you cannot call it 
charity to give these little ones something 
to eat.’’—Chicago Journal. 


WAGES OF WOMAN WORKERS. 


From Good Housekeeping. 

Stenographers and typewriters receive 
from $6 to $15 per week, the average be- 
ing $10. 700d positions are only open to 
girls who have had a high school educa- 
tion, as an understanding of composition, 
good spelling and a quick, all-round in- 
telligence are a necessary equipment. The 
work in most offices is very taxing. Book- 
keepers receive about the same pay as 
stenographers, a business college training 
fitting them for the work. 

Cashiers receive on an average $10 per 
week. The work is taxing, as great speed 
is required in the discharge of the duties. 
Saleswomen in first class stores receive 
from $6 to $15 per week. Heads of de- 
partments receive from $20 to §$2%5—but such 
positions are not often obtained, excepting 
as the reward of years of training in the 
department. 

Dressmakers’ apprentices do not receive 
any wages the first year, and only small 
wages the second year, after which they 
are advanced according to their skill until 
they attain $10 per week. One trained to 
the finest tailor work may receive as high 
as $15 per week. Milliners’ apprentices 
must work a year without pay, after 
which they are advanced according to 
skill, a good worker receiving from $8 to 
$25 per week during the season. The rate 
of wages paid to milliners is high because 
their work is not steady, some months of 
the year, of necessity, being idle ones. 

While the foregoing figures are cer- 
tainly not dazzling, they may possible seem 
tempting to the small town or country 
woman who knows nothing about the ex- 
pense of Hving in a city. She does not 
take into consideration the daily item of 
ear fare, the high price for laundry work, 
the great wear and tear upon clothes, 
the cost of such clothes that will stand 
wear and tear, the unavoidable “extras,” 
and finally the staggering cost of living. 


Law Governing the Finder. 

In the state of Missouri the lawmakers 
have laid down in exact terms a course of 
procedure which the finder of a sum of 
$10 or more must follow unless he wants 
to take the chance of receiving the penalty 
imposed for failure to obey the law. 

In the first place, he must within ten 
days make affidavit before a justice of the 
peace as to when and where he found the 
money. I¢ the owner does not appear to 
claim the money within forty days the 
finder must within thirty days advertise it 
in a newapaper for three weeks. If still no 
owner appears, the finder must hoid the 
money for a year, for delivery to the 
owner if he should turn up. Thereafter, 
no owner having appeared, the money 
passes to the finder and it can not be taken 
from him. 

The existence of this law has come to 
notice through the finding of a $500 bill 
by a laborer. He attempted to get it 
changed, and as his possession of a bill 
of so large, denomination was regarded as 
suspicious by the merchant to whom it 
was offered, he made inquiries, and learn- 
ing that it Kad been found, retained it and 
deposited it In a bank to awalt an owner. 
The finder has instituted a suit to re- 
plevin ft, but at latest accounts he had not 
complied with the requirements which the 
Missourl law makes wpon finders of money. 
—Chicago Journal.
